Carroll  E.  Greene  had  87  votes  and  took  the  oath  of 
office. 

Highway  Agent:  Percy  Putnam  had  62  votes;  Car- 
roll E.  Greene  had  80  votes  and  took  the  oath  of  office. 

Auditors:  Marjorie  A.  Heath  had  131  votes  and 
took  the  oath  of  office.  Eunice  E.  Willgeroth  had  134 
votes  and  took  the  oath  of  office.

Upon  a  motion  made  by  Chester  P.  McNally,  it  was 
voted  to  act  on  Article  20  before  Article  2.  There  was 
a  discussion  by  Stuart  Michie  and  Chester  McNallv  and 
letters  from  the  Attorney-General,  relative  to  plowing 
driveways  for  snow  removal,  were  read  by  them.

Upon  a  motion  made  by  Harold  Wells, 
it  was  voted  to  raise  $1000  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and 
Town  Poor. 

Article  12.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Carroll  Greene 
it  was  voted  to  raise  $927.45  for  T.  R.  A. 

Article  13.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Whitney  S.  K. 
Yeaple,  it  was  voted  to  raise  $75  for  Old  Home  Day. 

Article  14.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Marie  Wells, 
it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow  money 
on  short  term  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  15.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Carroll 
Greene,  it  was  voted  to  raise  $500  for  insurance. 

Article  16.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Marie  Wells, 
it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  employ  a 
State  appraiser  and  to  raise  $300  to  pay  cost  of  same. 

Article  17.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Carroll 
Greene,  it  was  voted  to  buy  a  Caterpillar  grader  to 
cost  $8550.  It  was  voted  to  raise  $1000  tliis  year  and 
$1000  or  more  in  succeeding  years  until  paid  for. 

Article  18.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Catherine 
Carew,  it  was  voted  to  raise  $150  for  the  library. 

Article  19.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Winniatt 
Griffiths,  it  was  voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  problem  of  a  town  dump 
and  report  at  next  year's  town  meeting.  The  Moderator 
appointed  the  Reverend  Charles  Reidt,  Everett  Abbott 
and  W.  K.  Griffiths  to  serve  on  the  committee. 

Article  21.  After  some  discussion,  it  was  moved  by 
Chester  McNally  to  dismiss  the  article.   It  was  so  voted. 

Article  22.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  William  Du- 
mais,  it  was  voted  to  dismiss  the  Article. 

Article  23.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Arthur  Ells- 
worth, it  was  voted  to  discontinue  the  short  piece  of 
road  near  the  Ira  Parker  place. 

Article  24.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Ruth  Lawson, 
it  was  voted  to  raise  $3000  to  cover  the  overdraft. 
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Article  25.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Kenneth  Fales, 
it  was  voted  to  raise  the  hourly  wage  20c  for  town  labor; 
making  the  amount  of  $1.00  per  hour  for  town  labor  and 
$1.20  per  hour  for  road  agent. 

Article  26.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Carroll 
Greene,  it  was  voted  to  raise  $200  for  the  Civil  Defense 
Program. 

Article  27.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  Marie  Wells, 
it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  sell  property 
acquired  bv  default  of  taxes. 

Article  28.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  the  Reverend 
Whitney  S.  K.  Yeaple,  it  was  voted  not  to  adopt  the 
provision  in  regard  to  the  playing  of  Beano. 

Article  29.  Upon  a  motion  made  by  the  Reverend 
Charles  Reidt,  it  was  voted  to  have  all  bills  of  the  high- 
way department  paid  through  the  town  treasurer. 

Upon  a  motion  made  by  Robert  Putnam,  it  was 
voted  to  hire  a  janitor.

General  Report 

The  citizens  of  Deering  can  be  proud  of  the  eflfort 
they  are  making  to  uphold  the  tradition  for  good  schools 
which  this  town  has  always  had.  This  year  it  has  been 
harder  than  usual  because  your  state  aid  was  sharply 
reduced.  There  are  three  reasons  for  this  reduction. 
First,  the  formula  by  which  state  aid  is  distributed  was 
changed;  second,  the  valuation  of  the  town  was 
changed;  and  third,  the  legislature  only  voted  about 
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half  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  new  program, 

A  study  of  the  situation  seems  to  indicate  that  there 
are  few  places  where  you  can  economize  further.  The 
geographical  distribution  of  your  population  makes  a 
great  deal  of  transportation  necessary.  You  are  getting 
this  transportation  at  a  very  low  figure  ( about  one  cent 
per  pupil  per  mile)  yet  the  bill  is  large. 

There  seems  to  be  no  solution  to  the  problem  for 
towns  like  Deering  except  through  additional  state  aid. 
This  aid  can  only  come  when  the  legislature  is  both 
willing  and  able  to  raise  the  funds. 

We  should  remember,  however,  that  a  child  is  in 
school  only  12  years  out  of  a  productive  lifetime  of  50 
or  60  years.  Because  children  happen  to  be  born  in 
troubled  times  they  should  not  be  denied  their  full 
American  birthright  of  education. 

The  East  Deering  School  is  in  very  good  condition. 
Few  schools  of  its  size  are  more  conveniently  arranged 
or  better  equipped.  Mrs.  Fisher  is  doing  very  well  in 
helping  children  make  the  greatest  use  of  their  talents. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  fine  cooperation  and  guidance  of  your  School 
Board.
